With many misgivings we assumed the responsibilities of our 
high trust, believing that in matters of such importance your 
will, so forcibly expressed, should outweigh every consideration 
of a selfish or personal nature. We trust that you are not the 
victims of misplaced confidence, and that we have accomplished 
all that could reasonably be expected of us under the trying 
circumstances in which we were placed. 
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At the outset clouds of opposition to the enforcement of the 
law lowered about us, and menaced exceedingly all future use- 
fulness. We are happy to say that the silver lining soon 
appeared, as it became apparent that as officers of the law it 
was our duty to enforce the same and not ignore it. Want of 
a previous knowledge of your several schools added not a little 
to our embarrassment. With such information as we could 
gather from your town reports and other sources, we deemed it 
inexpedient to continue the schools in districts Nos. 5 and 9, 
formerly so called. By so doing we have saved for the edu- 
cational fund $130.50, as per report of your superintendent for — 
the year ending March 1, 1886, besides the necessary outlay for 
wood and sundry expenses. We continued the school in dis- 
trict No. 2, formerly so called, because we had reason to believe 
that its attendance would be materially increased from the adja- 
cent district No. 5, formerly so called; and with the two schools 
united we could have one school of respectable size, if not so 
large as we could have wished. ‘Taking all the circumstances 
of the case into consideration, its central location for accommo- 
dating scholars coming from remote distances, who otherwise 
would have to be carried at the expense of the district to some 
other school, and in such an event the difficulties which would 
arise in the proper grading of the same so as not to impose an 
undue amount of work to the detriment of all parties concerned, 
we thought it best to leave things as they were. 

We have had for school purposes for the ensuing year 
$3,042.76, of which sum $2,913.28 came from the town treas- 
urer, and the remainder, which was not expended the previous 
year, from the prudential committees, as seen in the report of 
the treasurer of the district. With the above money we have 
kept all the schools in said district of uniform length of thirty- 
two weeks, besides paying the running expenses of the same, 
and making such repairs as seemed absolutely necessary. By 
comparing last year’s report with our own, it will be seen that 
in the six schools outside of the village there was a fraction 
over 160 weeks’ schooling, and this year 192, thus making a 
gain of over 30 weeks, or an average gain of 5 weeks. 

At the beginning of the year a public invitation was extended 
to those desiring to teach in town to meet your board at the 
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brick school-house in the village for examination. Not so large 
a number responded to our invitation as was desired ; still, more 
were present than we had places to fill. One of the applicants 
did not apply as a candidate, but simply to pass the examina- 
tion. All were required to pass a written examination in the 
studies prescribed by law for a common school teacher. The 
same questions were given to each, so that all could be treated 
with equal fairness so far as scholarship was concerned. The 
papers of those having had the advantages of a normal or train- 
ing school were quite noticeable. We do not mean to advocate 
that scholarship alone is the only qualification necessary for a 
good teacher, or for you to infer that that was the only test 
we applied in selecting your teachers. Admitting the fact that 
to excel as a teacher one must have an inborn tact for his pro- 
fession, as much as a mechanic, merchant, or lawyer, still it 
must be considered to the great advantage of all that they avail 
themselves of the experience of those who have made teaching 
their life work. ‘To this end schools for the training of teach- 
ers are being established under the supervision of the school 
authorities in many of our principal cities and towns. They 
have had one in successful operation at Manchester for a long 
time, and we have reason to believe that great benefit is being 
derived therefrom. Should not this movement receive en- 
couragement by our holding out extra inducements for our 
teachers to avail themselves of these advantages? We believe 
that the general condition of our schools for the past year will 
compare favorably with those of preceding years, or with those 
in our neighboring country towns, and with this statement shall 
rest all further claims for superiority for the present at least. 
It is generally conceded that our cities are doing more for 
education of the young than the country. Shall we be content 
to have this statement apply to us longer ?—and are we not cul- 
pable if it is so? If we observe the same conditions of success, 
shall not we be equally successful? Is not the superiority of 
their schools due principally to the fact that they are better 
graded, and to the work of the training school? A serious diffi- 
culty in the proper grading of our schools, and to which we in- 
vite your particular attention, is the great variety of text-books, 
want of uniformity of the same in our small schools, and the 
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great multiplicity of classes. ‘The remedy is in your own hands, 
and you can do more towards accomplishing this object than all 
the boards of education combined. The most economical and 
successful way towards the desired object is to require the town 
to furnish free text-books. Free text-books are universally 
furnished the public schools in the state of Massachusetts, and 
this custom is being adopted by the cities and leading towns in 
our own state; and their experience confirms our judgment that 
justice to all and the best interests of education demand this 
change. In regard thereto, permit us to quote the following 
remarks of Mr. Thomas B. Garland, chairman of the school 
committee of the city of Dover: 

‘¢The effect of free text-books, as far as tried, has been to 
increase the attendance at school, to relieve destitute parents 
of what is frequently a heavy burden to them at the expense of 
a small property tax, to put all necessary books and school sup- 
plies into the hands of the poor as well as the rich, and to 
reduce the cost to each school to less than one third of what it 
now is. Another essential condition of success in the manage- 
ment of our schools is the formation of fewer classes, and in 
this work we most earnestly desire your codperation. We must 
economize the time of our teachers in order to secure their best 
efforts. To illustrate: We have three classes in arithmetic, 
and a few pages only separate those classes. Now, shall the 
proficiency of that class or scholar be measured by the number 
of pages covered by that text-book? Our answer is, No. 
Rather consolidate and enlarge those classes, thus promoting a 
greater enthusiasm and spirit to excel. The text-book should 
not be considered the end, but the means to the end, in acquir- 
ing an education. In the work we have before us, allow us to 
emphasize the importance of your personal interest in the cause 
of education. Visit the school-room, and if the teacher be 
found worthy, give him the benefit of your moral support and 
encouragement, and not condemn him for any fancied wrong, 
as is too often the case, without hearing both sides of the ques- 
tion. With the right public sentiment in all matters pertaining 
to the welfare of our schools, our good old town may resume her 
former place among the leading towns of the state. Charts, 
maps, and dictionaries in many of our schools are conspicuous 
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by their absence. Such helps are considered nearly as neces- 
sary as the school-house itself, and we trust you will not forget 
these necessities when making your annual appropriation. 

Our former associate, Mr. George W. Fowler, severed his 
connection with your board last August. We deplore his loss 
personally, as well as for the cause of education. He was too 
favorably known in this community to require any further com- 
mendation. Not caring to assume the responsibility of filling 
his place, we respectfully recommit that duty to the source from 
which springs our authority. 

We shall beg to be excused from particularly commenting 
upon the several teachers employed by us. As any criticisms 
we might make must necessarily reflect upon ourselves, acting 
as we now do in the double capacity of prudential and superin- 
tending committee, we are willing to stake our reputation with 
their own, and to stand or fall by their success or failure. In 
justice to them, however, we will say, that as a rule, we believe 
that our teachers have met with good success, and are deserving 
all praise for the faithful discharge of the duties devolved upon 
them ; and without particularizing any, respectfully submit their 
work to your impartial consideration, confidently believing that 
justice will be meted out. » ;
